Inted graves remained, to the end of 1934, 
no fewer than 36,930 British graves havo 
been found and moved into cemeteries. 

The total number of names registered 
in June, 1931, was 1,104,000. Of this nume 
ber 807,117 had been identified and buried 
in known graves, while 517,773 were re- 
corded as "Missing. Of this number, 
however, 100,001 were “Missing™ only in 
a technical sense; they had been found 
but not Identified, and were buried na 
“Unknown”.

__ An uctive Volunteer, Capt. Thorn- 
hill was one of the first men to join 
the old Hongkdng Defence Force. 
When the Great War broke out, he 
voluntecred, was accepted ‘and went 
{o France as an officer of the Labour 
Corps. At the end of the war, he re- 
turned to Hongkong and rejoined the 
Volunteers as a Lieutenant, He was 
subsequently placed ‘on the reserves 
us a Captain and eventually retired 
on account of i health, 

In his younger days, Capt. Thorn- 
hill was ‘a keen sportsman and was 
Icnown ms one of the best sportsmen 
in Hongkong. ‘He ls survived by his 
widow, two married daughters, one of 
whom [fs in England, and a son, who 
43 n cudet in the Hongkong Naval 
Volunteers Force.

Earlicr In his ‘speech, President 
Roosevelt sald thot what had happen- 
od in the Old ‘World directly and 
powerfully affected the ‘pence and 
well-belng of the New World. It wus 
for this reanon that they had ndupted 
thls procedure enabling them to meet 
any eventuality. a 

“At Lima,” he said, “we agreed to 
atand together to defend and muain- 
tain the nbsolute integrity of every 
Amcrican nation from any attack, 
direct or indirect, from beyond the 
seas, : 

“At Panama we worked out ways 
und means for keeping the war away 
from this hemisphere.
